Laborers Union 690 lost about $13 
when the burglars ransacked filing 
eabinets and broke into a cash 
box. 


Also entered were offices of Fish 
Cannery Workers Union and: store 
rooms of a drug and yariety store 
in the building. No losses were 
reported from these entries, how- 
ever. The building was entered 
after a front door was “jimmied” 
and offices were opened by prying 
up service windows. 


The burglary was discovered by 
Roy Humbracht, secretary of the 
Fish Cannery Workers Union, who 
had gone to the office on Sunday 
to get some important papers. 

By coincidence, the burglary 
was on the same night as one 
at the Labor Temple in San Jose, 
where four large safes were 
smashed and 12 unions robbed of

SJR 11 represented part of a 
national scheme to write into the 
federal constitution an amendment 
fixing a 25 per cent tax ceiling on 
all personal and corporate earn- 
ings. 

Specifically, the resolution would 
have placed California on record 
as calling for a constitutional con-

Office Employees 
Seek Tax Aid for 
Working Mothers 


Washington (LPA)—A campaign 
for tax relief for working mothers 
was launched here April 16 by 
the AFL Office Employees. 

Pres. Paul “R. Hutchings called 
on locals in 200 cities to form 
“home town lobbies” in behalf of 
a bill, sponsored by Rep. Kenneth

Neighbor states of Arizona and 
Nevada give close and horrible 
examples of how unions and work- 
ers can be plagued and pestered 
with these laws. The California 
State Federation of Labor is lead- 
ing the battle against similar 
measures now ‘before the State 
Legislature, and unions are asked 
to have members write their as- 
semblymen and state senators to 
voice objection. 


All this has made plenty of dis- 
cussion about the bills, which un- 
der the guise of protecting the 
worker would cripple or even abol- 
ish his union. There has been lots 
of talk also about the so-called 
right to work and just exactly 
what it means, anyway. 


e The question is answered by 
Marguerite M. Kerr, research di- 
rector for the California State 
Building and Construction Trades 
Council, in a newly distributed 
article. Miss Kerr did some re- 
search on the matter and found 
out the “right to work” is a myth. 
In other words, there just ain’t 
no such animal! 

The “right to work” research 
article by Miss Kerr was distrib- 
uted throughout the state last 
week and posted on_ bulletin 
boards. . 

Just in case you didn’t get a 
chance to read it at meeting or 
on the bulletin board, here is the 
article: 


RIGHT TO WORK 
By Marguerite M, Kerr 


At least 21 states, including Ari- 
zona, Arkansas, Colorado, Dela- 
ware, Florida, Georgia, Iowa, Kan- 
sas, Louisiana, Maryland, Massa- 
chusetts, Nebraska, Nevada, New 
Hampshire, North Carolina, North 
and South Dakota, Tennessee,, 
Texas, Virginia and Wisconsin, 
have so-called “right to work” 
state laws prohibiting or restrict- 
ing union security agreements, 

California has managed so far, 
with the able help of our State 
Federation of Labor. secretary, 
Neil Haggerty, to escape. But 
again, at the present session of 
the State Legislature, there are 
several bills introduced by Assem- 
blyman Harold K. Levering of Los 
Angeles that will take all our care 
to defeat and keep California from 
joining the ranks of those suffer- 
ing under these anti-union meas- 
ures, 


TAFT-HARTLEY 
STARTED IT 


The Taft- Hartley anti-closed- 
shop provisions are the federal in- 
centives for these state restrictions 
banning, as a rule, every kind of 
agreement that makes union mem- 
bership a condition of employment. 
Since, under the Taft-Hartley Act, 
state laws that are more restrictive 
that the federal law take prece- 
dence over it, California has been 
singularly fortunate to be so far 
free of them. Secretary Haggerty 
is watching their progress in Cali- 
fornia anxiously, and effectively of 
course; and AFL Pres. George 
Meany has made the banning of 
the closed shop, and therefore also 
the full restoration of the union 
shop and union security, one of his 
major proposals for change in the 
federal law, qualifying his demand 
with the provision that a “closed 
union” shall not be permitted a 
closed shop. 

It is encouraging to note that 
management in three states, Colo- 
rado, Oregon and Utah, is pres- 
ently siding with union opinion as 
to lack of wisdom in current state 

“right to work” bills and evidently 
is of like opinion with President 
Meany—that restoration of full 
union shop rights is a step toward 
“enduring industrial peace.”

The Supreme Court, too, has 
handed down a new decision 


which is disturbing and is based 
on the abridged right to work be- 
cause of membership or non-mem- 
bership in a union, and adding 
that even peaceful picketing which 
clashes with that provision of the 
law is banned. The High Court 
ruling would enjoin peaceful pick- 
eting if, before it took place, the 
union had demanded that non- 
members be discharged, and if the 
effect of continuéd picketing would 
force workers’ discharge.

All the rights 
a laborer has under the law, or 
under present industrial methods, 
is the right to go from employer 
to employer in search of work, 


“ ‘is right to work depends en- 
tirely upon his ability to find 
someone who has the means and 
|inclination to hire him, and no 
matter how willing or anxious he 
cannot force himself upon an em- 
ployer, but he may be denied this 
inalienable right upon any reason 
or pretext no matter what. The 
great mass of working men today

No 
one knew better than the masters 


The whole recurring subject and 
danger is so prevalent and comes 
up in such heated argument on 
so many occasions that ,it occurs 
to us it might be interesting and| 
helpful to our representatives to 
quote a “clincher” in debate by 
the great Clarence Darrow as giv- 
en in “The Dynamics of Industrial 
Democracy,” which we have sev- 
eral times called to your attention 
as an outstandingly significant and 
able presentation of labor prob- 
lems *by the present director of 
Harvard University’s Trade Union 
Program.

“‘An “inalienable” right is one 
which cannot be taken away, and 
it is obvious that under present 
conditions no such right exists. In 
fact, it is stoutly contended for by 
the very men who have taken 
away every opportunity that would 
give a laborer a right or chance 
to work. Man cannot labor with- 
out an opportunity to apply his 
Mands to some of the bounties of 
nature, to some. material from 
which things are made, and still | 
the inalienable right to work is 
insisted upon by those who have 
taken all the coal, and ore, and 
lumber; who control all the fac- 
tories and railroads, all the land, 
and every means to which man 
might apply his toil. 

“¢ There can be no inalienable 
right to work without. a place to 
work, and neither the government 
nor those who ‘declaim the loudest 
or insist the most, have ever fur- 
nished the laborer a place to toil. 
To this class the inalienable right

The opening of the campaign 
had been scheduled for the union’s 
international convention in Cleve- 
land in June, but Hutchings said 
a conference with Congressman 
Roberts convinced him it should 
get under way immediately to fur- 
ther thé chances of congressional 
action at this session. 

“Allowing working mothers to 
deduct the cost of child care from 
their taxable income,” declared 
Hutchings, “would end the double 
standard that permits employers to 
claim such items as entertainment 
as a business expense but gives no 
consideration to the mother who 
may have to pay half her small 
salary for the care of her children 
while she is at work. The vast 
majority of working mothers keep 
their jobs out of economic neces- 
sity. Often it is the only way to 
keep their families together.”

Everyone knows that the social 
security taxes paid by employees, 
employers, and the self-employed 
are used to pay old-age and sur- 
vivors insurance benefits. Most 


everyone realizes that the reserve 
goes into a Trust Fund. There 
is considerable misunderstanding 
about the use of the money de- 
posited to the Trust Fund, and 
frequent criticism of the invest- 
ment of this reserve in Govern- 
ment securities, 

This practice, some people al- 
lege, results in double taxation 
for those who pay contributions 
toward old-age and survivors in- 
surance benefits. They maintain 
that they are taxed on their cov- 
ered earnings, and taxed again to 
redeem the Government bonds 
held by the Trust Fund. The error 
in this notion lies in the assump- 
tion that the payments on the 
national debt are a social security 
cost. Actually, the federal debt is 
wholly independent of the social 
security program. Purchase of 
Government bonds by the Trust 
Fund’ does. not mean that the 
national debt is increased but only 
that the bond purchaser, in this 
instance, is a public agency rather 
than a private investor. 

While it is true that the Gov- 
ernment will have to levy taxes 
to pay interest on and to redeem 
its obligations to the Trust Fund, 
these taxes are not for the opie 
pose of paying social security | 
benefits. Rather they are to pay 
the expenses for which the money 
was originally borrowed. When the 
Government borrows. money for 
defense or any other purpose, it is | 
necessary to levy taxes. This is | 
true regardless of whether the | 
bonds are held by the Trust Fund | 
or by a private bank or insurance | 
company.

These and other questions con- 
cerning the changing status of the 
American worker are discussed in 
the U.S. Labor Department’s sec- 
ond yearbook, entitled “The Work- 
ers’ Story—1913-1953.” The book 
marks the 40th anniversary of the 
Labor Department, established by 
Congress in 1913. 

Improvement in productivity has 
resul ted in much higher living 
standards, according to the new 
publication. A far larger share of 
the American worker’s income to- 
day is available for expenditures 
on things other than the essentials 
of food, clothing, and shelter: 

Jop conditions also have greatly 
improved. Industrial training is 
now stressed and state govern- 
ments provide free services to both 
workers and employers in match- 
ing jobs and workers qualified to 
perform them, 

Laws enacted during the past 40 
years, and particularly the Fair 
Labor Standards Act, have done 
much .fo protect the worker on 
the job, helping to do away with 
child labor and sweatshops, im- 
proving safety and health prac- 
tices, reducing accidents, and mak- 
ing the workplace more pleasant. 

Workmen’s compensation - laws 
have done a great deal to relieve 
the mind of the worker in the 
event that he is injured, the year- 
book states. Laws have been passed 
that insure many workers a mini- 
mum wage and reduce their work- 
ing hours within limits safeguard- 
ing their health. 

The Social Security Act has had 
tremendous effect in imp®oving the 
living conditions of millions of 
American workers. It provides as- 
surance of aid during periods of | 
unemployment and in old age. In 
some states workers also receive 


“ financial aid if sick.

He has 
won the right to join or organize 
labor unions. His right to strike 
has been supported by decisions of 
the Supreme Court.

“It is theref6re at best 
a very difficult field in which to 


strike a balance between opposing 


forces and to develop programs 
which do justice under the law.”

for us, for it operates in areas in

Criminal Charges 


oe Bases Cis Millions Under 


Against Oil Firms 
Dropped by U.S. 


Washington (LPA)—The Eisen- 
hower Administration has dropped 
criminal charges against the major 
oil firms accused of taking part in 
a world cartel, and will file a civil 
anti-trust suit instead. The an- 
nouncement was made after a con- 
ference by Atty. Gen. Brownell 
and his aides with the oil company 
attorneys, 

The criminal charges were niade 
during the Truman Administra- 
tion and a federal grand jury was 
impaneled, but the oil firms’ ma- 
neuvers stalled off presentation of 
evidence, and finally District Judge 
James K. Kirkland put off the case 
to April 28 to let the Eisenhower 
regime decide whether it would 
push the criminal charges. Tru- 
man had offered to drop the crim- 
inal charges if the firms would 
agree to a civil suit. They refused, 
shouting “legal blackmail.” 

The federal grand jury inquiry 
was the result of charges in a 
Federal Trade Commission staff 
report that the major U.S. oil 
firms had conspired among them- 
selves and with foreign firms to 
split up the world market and 
stifle competition. The FTC staff 
report itself was suppressed for 
two years, until public clamor 
forced its release. 

Concerns involved in the FTC 
report are Standard Oil of N.J., 
Standard of California, Socony- 
Vacuum, Texas; Gulf, the British- 
owned Anglo-Iraniah, and _ Royal 
Dutch Shell.

Sen. Morse Denounces Press. 


For Not Printing All the News 


Washington (LPA)—Sen. Wayne Morse (I, Ore.), denounced the 
American press for distortion in a Senate speech April 16. An in- 
creasing number of people, he said, are losing confidence in thé’ ob- 
jectivity and accuracy of the press. Too frequently, he said, “you 
don’t get the truth from the American press.” 


The people are beginning to realize, Morse said, that they must 
take what they read not with a grain of salt, but with a whole sait- 
cellar full. He said he knows from experience what it is to be 


“smeared by a press that serves the big-business interests, and not 
the truth.” 


The stories about him, he said, aie had little relationship to the 
facts; they eliminate facts, or use “snide, reputation-assassinatink 
adjectives devised to poison the minds of the readers, or ‘thunders 
of silence-’” He added that “when the newspaper publisher knows 
he cannot print the story without benefitting the liberal concerned, 
all too frequently he simply does not print the story at all.” 


Morse said one reporter came to him to say he could not under- 
stand how a particular story was so treated, as he had not written 
it that way. Morse charged the Associated Press “twisted or dis- 
torted the position I have taken, or they have so editorialized his 
statements” as to do him great harm in his own state. 


The people today, Morse said, are being “fed a line—a slanted | 
line, too often—an editorial line in the news columns of too many 
of the newspapers.”

Justice Jesse W. Carter,.in a 
sharp dissent on a workmen’s com- 
pensation case, said it is “the old 
story of the people and the legis- 
lature being defeated by reaction- 
ary court decisions.” 

The court recently annulled a 
state accident commission finding 
that a cannery worker was injured 
because of his employer’s “willful 
misconduct” in failing to provide

adequate safety devices. 

(The 1911 law holds that work- 
ers so injured are entitled to 50 
per cent additional compensation, 
but where the employee’s willful 
misconduct causes the acccident, 
his compensation is reduced one- 
half.) ae 


Carter charged his colleagues 
with “repealing by judicial inter- 
pretation” a section of the law in- 
creasing injured employee’s award 
for the bosses’ willful misconduct, 
and he added that the law. has 
made employers “more vigilant to 
provide safety devices,” thus re- 
ducing greatly: the number of job
